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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since 
its founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen- 
year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who 
was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart 
has significantly expanded Pops programming, focused on national annual touring, and 
participated in major media events. He has solidified the orchestra's place in the fabric of 
the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance situ¬ 
ations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a virtual 
"who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart, who occupies the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
has conducted more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have taken place 
during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony Hall. 

Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, 43 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and four international tours to Japan and Korea. 
He and the Pops have made 80 television shows and participated in such high-profile 
sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox 
Ring Ceremony, and, most recently, game two of the 2018 World Series between the 
Boston Red Sox and Los Angeles Dodgers. With Eaton Vance as presenting sponsor and 
Bloomberg as sponsor and media partner, the annual July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spec¬ 
tacular draws a live audience of hundreds of thousands to the Charles River Esplanade 
and millions more who view it on television or via digital media. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 
on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live from 
Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, which was a 


Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. Released 
at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of John 
Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams com¬ 
positions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting 
such leading Broadway artists as Kristen Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, Bernadette 
Peters, Billy Porter, and Andrea Martin to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with 
hundreds of talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, 
college students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area 
high school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative 
JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with 
the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which 
contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and to 
important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial and 
mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; sport¬ 
ing events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial service 
for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major public 
spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings members 
of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

Having recently completed an eight-year tenure as principal conductor, Keith Lockhart is 
now chief guest conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the 
June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II; he is also artistic director of 
the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC 
appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he led 
at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest conduc¬ 
tor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North America, as well as many 
prestigious orchestras in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the associate 
conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as well as 
music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, Keith 
Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctorates 
from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeeding 
the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta Berry 
Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in Decem¬ 
ber 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of Artist-in- 
Residence at Tanglewood and maintains thriving artistic relationships with many of the 
world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director Steven Spielberg 
has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List, E.T. The Extra- 
Terrestrial, Jaws, Jurassic Park , Close Encounters of the Third Kind , the Indiana Jones films, 
Lincoln , Saving Private Ryan, and The Post. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all 
the Star Wars films, the first three Harry Potter films, and Superman , among many others. 
With five Academy Awards and 51 Oscar nominations, he is the Academy's most- 
nominated living person. For television, he wrote scores for many early anthology series 
and the themes for NBC Nightly News ("The Mission"), NBC's Meet the Press , and 
PBS's Great Performances. 

His works for the concert stage include two symphonies, and concertos for violin, viola, 
cello, flute, oboe, clarinet, bassoon, horn, trumpet, and tuba. Mr. Williams has composed 
music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty Fan¬ 
fare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty, "American Journey" for the America's 
Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., and themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 
Summer Olympic Games, and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. John Williams is a 
recipient of the National Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United 
States Government; the Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor; and the Kennedy 
Center Honor. He composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for the 
January 2009 inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama. In June 2016 he received 
the 44th Life Achievement Award from the American Film Institute (AFI). 
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A BRIEF HISTORY 



The first home of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra was the old Boston Music Hall, 
which stood downtown where the Orpheum 
Theatre now stands, held about 2,400 seats, 
and was threatened in 1893 by the city's 
road-building/rapid transit project. That 
summer, the BSO's founder, Major Henry 
Lee Higginson, organized a corporation to finance a new and permanent home for the 
orchestra. On October 15,1900—some seven years and $750,000 later—the new hall 
was opened. The inaugural gala concluded with a performance of Beethoven's Missa 
Solemnis under the direction of then music director Wilhelm Gericke. 


At Higginson's insistence, the architects—McKim, Mead & White of New York—engaged 
Wallace Clement Sabine, a young assistant professor of physics at Harvard, as their 
acoustical consultant, and Symphony Hall became the first auditorium designed in accor¬ 
dance with scientifically-derived acoustical principles. It is now ranked as one of the three 
best concert halls in the world, along with Amsterdam's Concertgebouw and Vienna's 
Musikverein. Bruno Walter called it "the most noble of American concert halls," and 
Herbert von Karajan, comparing it to the Musikverein, noted that "for much music, it is 
even better... because of the slightly lower reverberation time." 

Symphony Hall is 61 feet high, 75 feet wide, and 125 feet long from the lower back wall 
to the front of the stage. The walls of the stage slope inward to help focus the sound. 
The side balconies are shallow so as not to trap any of the sound, and though the rear 
balconies are deeper, sound is properly reflected from the back walls. The recesses of 
the coffered ceiling help distribute the sound throughout the hall, as do the statue- 
filled niches along the three sides. The auditorium itself is centered within the building, 
with corridors and offices insulating it from noise outside. The leather seats are the 
ones installed for the hall's opening in 1900. With the exception of the wood floors, 
the hall is built of brick, steel, and plaster, with only a moderate amount of decoration, 
the original, more ornate plans for the building's exterior having been much simplified 
as a cost-reducing measure. But as architecture critic Robert Campbell has observed, 
upon penetrating the "outer carton" one discovers "the gift within—the lovely orna¬ 
mented interior, with its delicate play of grays, its statues, its hint of giltwork, and, at 
concert time, its sculptural glitter of instruments on stage." 

Symphony Hall was designed so that the rows of seats could be replaced by tables for 
Pops concerts. For BSO concerts, the hall seats 2,625. For Pops concerts, the capacity is

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2,371, including 241 small tables on the main floor. To accommodate this flexible sys¬ 
tem—an innovation in 1900—an elevator, still in use, was built into the Symphony Hall 
floor. Once a year the five Symphony Hall chandeliers are lowered to the floor and all 394 
lightbulbs are changed. The sixteen replicas of Greek and Roman statues—ten of mythi¬ 
cal subjects, six of actual historical figures—are related to music, art, and literature. The 
statues were donated by a committee of 200 Symphony-goers and cast by P.P. Caproni 
and Brother, Boston, makers of plaster reproductions for public buildings and art schools. 
They were not ready for the opening concert, but appeared one by one during the first 
two seasons. 

The Symphony Hall organ, an Aeolian-Skinner designed by G. Donald Harrison and 
installed in 1949, is considered one of the finest concert hall organs in the world. The 
console was autographed by Albert Schweitzer, who expressed his best wishes for the 
organ's tone. There are more than 4,800 pipes, ranging in size from 32 feet to less than 
six inches and located behind the organ pipe facade visible to the audience. The organ 
was commissioned to honor two milestones in 1950: the fiftieth anniversary of the hall's 
opening, and the 200th anniversary of the death of Johann Sebastian Bach. The 2004-05 
season brought the return to use of the Symphony Hall organ following a two-year reno¬ 
vation process by the firm of Foley-Baker, Inc., based in Tolland, CT. 

Two radio booths used for the taping and broadcasting of concerts overlook the stage at 
audience-left. In 2015 a space in the basement was renovated as a cutting-edge control 
room for BSO recordings. The hall was completely air-conditioned during the summer of 
1973, and in 1975 a six-passenger elevator was installed in the Massachusetts Avenue stair¬ 
well. The Massachusetts Avenue lobby and box office were completely renovated in 2005. 

Symphony Hall has been the scene of more than 250 world premieres, including major 
works by Samuel Barber, Bela Bartok, Elliott Carter, Aaron Copland, Henri Dutilleux, 
George Gershwin, Sofia Gubaidulina, John Harbison, Walter Piston, Sergei Prokofiev, 
Roger Sessions, Igor Stravinsky, Michael Tippett, John Williams, and Ellen Taaffe Zwilich. 
For many years the biggest civic building in Boston, it has also been used for many pur¬ 
poses other than concerts, among them the First Annual Automobile Show of the Boston 
Automobile Dealers' Association (1903), the Boston premiere of Cecil B. DeMille's film 
version of Carmen starring Geraldine Farrar (1915), the Boston Shoe Style Show (1919), 
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and Huntington avenues was reconstructed 
so the Green Line could run underground

a debate on American participation in the League of Nations (1919), a lecture/demon¬ 
stration by Harry Houdini debunking spiritualism (1925), a spelling bee sponsored by 
the Boston Herald (1935), Communist Party meetings (1938-40; 1945), Jordan Marsh- 
sponsored fashion shows "dedicated to the working woman" (1940s), and all the inau¬ 
gurations of former longtime Boston mayor James Michael Curley. 

A couple of interesting points for observant concertgoers: The plaques on the prosceni¬ 
um arch were meant to be inscribed with the names of great composers, but the hall's 
original directors were able to agree unanimously only on Beethoven, so his remains the 
only name above the stage. The ornamental initials "BMH" in the staircase railings on the 
Huntington Avenue side (originally the main entrance) reflect the original idea to name 
the building Boston Music Hall, but the old Boston Music Hall, where the BSO had per¬ 
formed since its founding in 1881, was not demolished as planned, and a decision on a 
substitute name was not reached until Symphony Hall's opening. 

In 1999, Symphony Hall was designated and registered by the United States Department 
of the Interior as a National Historic Landmark, a distinction marked in a special ceremony 
at the start of the 2000-01 season. In 2000-01, the Boston Symphony Orchestra marked 
the centennial of its home, renewing Symphony Hall's role as a crucible for new music 
activity, as a civic resource, and as a place of public gathering. The programming and 
celebratory events included world premieres of works commissioned by the BSO, the 
first steps of a new master plan to strengthen Symphony Hall's public presence, and the 
launching of an initiative to extend the sights and sounds of Symphony Hall via the inter¬ 
net. Recent renovations have included new electrical, lighting, and fire safety systems; 
an expanded main lobby with a new marble floor; and, in 2006, a new hardwood stage 
floor matching the specifications of the original. For the start of the 2008-09 season, 
Symphony Hall's clerestory windows (the semi-circular windows in the upper side walls 
of the auditorium) were reopened, allowing natural light into the auditorium for the first 
time since the 1940s. The latest additions to Symphony Hall include a new, state-of-the- 
art recording studio and a newly constructed, state-of-the-art video control room. Now 
more than a century old, Symphony Hall continues to serve the purpose for which it was 
built, fostering the presence of music familiar and unfamiliar, old and new—a mission the 
BSO continues to carry forward into the world of tomorrow. 
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We tell a lot of stories during the holiday season. 
Each year, here at the Pops, we leave our audiences 
with "visions of sugarplums" dancing in their 
heads with our classic rendition of A Visit from 
St. Nicholas. Through the years, we have enlisted 
the Boston Pops and the Tanglewood Festival 
Chorus to tell the tales of How the Grinch Stole 
Christmas , The Polar Express , and Dickens' A 
Christmas Carol. These are all beautiful holiday 
tales, but they all owe their existence to a much 
older story..."the greatest story ever told," as 
the movie would have it. 

In 2015 we presented the premiere of a brand- 
new version of The Christmas Story , which uses 
the words of Isaiah and the Gospels, and some 
of our most beloved carols, to tell the original 
story of the season; we are pleased to bring it back this year. I worked with the original 
concept of composer Philip Lane, with additional contributions from Tony Award-winning, 
Boston-based orchestrator Bill Elliott, to tell this beautiful story in the most compelling 
way possible. I am also delighted to be including the whimsical illustrations of treasured 
children's book author Tomie dePaola (pictured below), who is celebrating more than 
50 years in publishing. It was truly a labor of love. 


The story of Christmas is the story of hope—a bright light of hope that even the darkest 
winter night cannot extinguish. It is a story of love, and of sacrifice, and it stands as an 
enduring testament to the power of love and the responsibilities inherent in our shared

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JAMES BURTON 

Returning to the Boston Pops podium, London-born James Burton was appointed Conductor 
of the Tanglewood Festival Chorus, and to the newly created position of BSO Choral Director, 
in February 2017. He made his BSO subscription-series debut in October with 
performances of Maija Einfelde's Lux aeterna. Mr. Burton trained at the Choir of 
Westminster Abbey, St. John's College, Cambridge, and the Peabody Conservatory. 
He has conducted concerts with the Royal Liverpool Philharmonic, the Orchestra 
of the Age of Enlightenment, the Halle (Manchester, England), the Orchestra of 
Scottish Opera, Royal Northern Sinfonia, BBC Concert Orchestra, and Manchester 
Camerata. He is a regular guest of the Orquestra Sinfonica Nacional of Mexico and 
returns this season to lead Beethoven's Symphony No. 9 in the Palacio de Bellas 
in Mexico City. Opera credits include performances at English National Opera, 
English Touring Opera, Garsington Opera, and the Prague Summer Nights Festival. He 
has served on the music staff of the Metropolitan Opera and Opera de Paris. Mr. Burton's 
extensive choral conducting has included guest invitations with professional choirs includ¬ 
ing the Gabrieli Consort, Choir of the Enlightenment, Wroclaw Philharmonic, and the BBC 
Singers, with whom he performed in the inaugural season of Dubai's Opera House in 2017. 
From 2002 to 2009 he served as choral director at the Halle Orchestra, where he was 
music director of the Halle Choir and founding conductor of the Halle Youth Choir, winning 
the Gramophone Choral Award in 2009. From 2002 to 2017 he was music director of the 
chamber choir Schola Cantorum of Oxford, touring worldwide and recording with Hyperion 
Records. Mr. Burton is well known for his inspirational work with young musicians. In 2017 
he was director of the National Youth Choir of Japan; he has recently conducted the Prince¬ 
ton University Glee Club, Yale Schola Cantorum, and the University of Kentucky Symphony. 
Mr. Burton has given conducting master classes at the Royal Academy of Music in London 
and at the Tanglewood Music Center and founded a scholarship for young conductors at 
Oxford. His compositions and arrangements have been performed internationally, and his 
orchestral arrangements for Arlo Guthrie have been performed by the Boston Pops, by many 
other leading U.S. orchestras, and at the Kennedy Center and Carnegie Hall. Commissioners 
have included the National Portrait Gallery in London, the 2010 World Equestrian Games, 
the Choir of St. John's College, Cambridge, and the Exon Festival. He is currently working 
on a major new piece commissioned by the Halle Orchestra. His works are published by 
Edition Peters. As BSO Choral Director and Conductor of the Tanglewood Festival Chorus, 
James Burton occupies the Alan J. and Suzanne W. Dworsky chair, endowed in perpetuity. 
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RENESE KING 
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Renese King's array of musical talents has taken her from spiritual and gospel singing at the 
church podium to timpani playing on the Carnegie Hall stage. Recognized for her talents 
as an instrumentalist and arranger, she has appeared on the east coast and inter¬ 
nationally as an accompanist, vocalist, and vocal ensemble director with many 
Massachusetts-based choral and orchestral ensembles. But it is her soulful and 
moving voice that garnered her a Boston Music Award as Gospel/lnspirational 
Artist of the Year. Often singing her own arrangements, Ms. King has performed 
with many ensembles in the New England area and across the nation. Her voice is 
featured on the soundtracks of three award-winning PBS documentary films (Emmy, 
Peabody, and Sundance awards): Freedom Riders (2011), Freedom Summer (2014), 
and Tell Them We Are Rising (2018). Making her fourth appearance during the Holiday Pops 
season, Ms. King appears regularly with the Boston Pops, having been a featured and guest 
soloist in concerts at Symphony Hall and on the Esplanade, in television broadcasts, and 
on the 2004 CD Sleigh Ride , alongside the Boston Pops Orchestra, Tanglewood Festival 
Chorus, and Boston Pops Gospel Choir. Renese King holds a position in Student Affairs, 
Diversity and Inclusion at Berklee College of Music, and serves as music director at the 
Waymark Seventh Day Adventist Church in Dorchester and also of the New England 
Gospel Ensemble in Boston. She remains committed to the unifying and uplifting message 
at the heart of gospel music. 


PHILIP LIMA 

Baritone Philip Lima has regularly garnered critical acclaim from publications across the 
country for his performances on both concert and operatic stages. Having made his Boston 
Pops debut in June at Symphony Hall, he is delighted to return for these holiday 
performances. Mr. Lima has sung a wide array of leading operatic roles, including 
world premieres, for the international Kurt Weill Festival in Germany, the Handel 
and Haydn Society, Boston Academy of Music, and Opera Boston, as well as numer¬ 
ous regional American opera companies. He has performed in recital in Berlin, New 
York, and Rome; and appeared as soloist with the Daejeon (Korea) Philharmonic 
Orchestra, the National Philharmonic of Ukraine, New York's Amor Artis, Boston 
Ballet, Boston Classical Orchestra, Boston Landmarks Orchestra, Rhode Island 
Philharmonic, Cape Cod Symphony, and more than sixty other orchestras, choral societies, 
and concert series across the United States. Mr. Lima's performance of Schubert's Win- 
terreise with pianist Beverly Orlove was named by The Boston Phoenix as one of Boston's 
"Unforgettable Classical Events of 2005." A native of New Bedford, Massachusetts, and 
an alumnus of Yale University, Philip Lima studied at the Tanglewood Music Center and 
Boston University with Phyllis Curtin and with Richard Conrad. He became Mr. Conrad's 
successor as the artistic director of The Bostonians, an opera and concert ensemble. More 
information about Mr. Lima is available at www.philiplima.com, and at his YouTube channel, 
PhilipLimaSings.

A mainstay of the Boston opera scene, baritone David McFerrin has sung on notable stages 
in the United States and Europe. A former Emerging Artist with Boston Lyric Opera, he 
has performed numerous roles with that company, including King Mark in Martin's 
The Love Potion , Pallante in Handel's Agrippina , and the Officer in Glass's In the Penal 
Colony. Last season he created the role of Dr. Ferguson in BLO's world premiere of 
Julian Grant's The NefariousImmoral but Highly Profitable Enterprise of Mr. Burke & 

Mr. Hare , and this season he sings Junius in Britten's Rape of Lucretia. Additional 
upcoming roles include Aeneas in Purcell's Dido and Aeneas with Boston's Handel 
and Haydn Society, and his Boston Early Music Festival debut as Neptune in Caccini's 
A/cina. Past opera credits include Florida Grand Opera, Santa Fe Opera, Seattle 
Opera, and the Rossini Festival in Wildbad, Germany. Mr. McFerrin's solo concert engage¬ 
ments have ranged from Monteverdi's Vespers of 1610 at St. Mark's Basilica in Venice to 
Bernstein's Broadway hits with the Boston Pops. His Carnegie Hall debut was with Gustavo 
Dudamel and the Israel Philharmonic, and he has performed with the Cleveland Orchestra, 
North Carolina Symphony, and San Antonio Symphony. Acclaimed in Baroque repertoire, 
he has sung with the Handel and Haydn Society, the Bay Area's American Bach Soloists, 
Cleveland's Apollo's Fire, and Arion Baroque Orchestra in Montreal. In 2016 he was runner- 
up in the Oratorio Society of New York's Lyndon Woodside Solo Competition. This season's 
concert highlights include Handel's Messiah with Apollo's Fire, Bach's Easter Oratorio with 
Emmanuel Music, and Boston Pops holiday concerts. An avid recitalist and chamber musi¬ 
cian, Mr. McFerrin has performed at the Caramoor Festival, the Steans Institute at the 
Ravinia Festival, New York Festival of Song, Five Boroughs Music Festival, and Marlboro 
Music Festival in Vermont. Recently he co-curated and performed a program of songs from 
World War I, presented during this centenary period in Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
New York, and Washington, D.C. Mr. McFerrin is also a member of the renaissance vocal 
ensemble Blue Heron, whose recent recording of 16th-century English polyphony won the 
2018 Gramophone award for Best Early Music Album. David McFerrin holds degrees from 
Carleton College, Cincinnati College-Conservatory of Music, and the Juilliard School. A 
regional winner in the Metropolitan Opera National Council competition, he received a 
Richard F. Gold Career Grant from the Shoshana Foundation. He lives in Roslindale with his 
wife Erin, a preservationist with the Massachusetts Historical Commission, their newborn 
daughter Fiona, and black lab Holly.

Under the baton of Andris Nelsons, the TFC 
joins the BSO for Mahler’s Symphony No. 2 and Einfelde’s Lux aeterna (conducted by 
BSO Choral Director James Burton), Bach’s Christmas Oratorio , Puccini's Suor Angelica, 
and Dvorak’s Stabat Mater. In April, the TFC will perform Estevez’s Cantata Criolla with 
the orchestra under the direction of Gustavo Dudamel. Auditions for the TFC take place 
year-round.

During the 2018-19 season at Symphony Hall, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus joins the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra for works by Bach, Dvorak, Estevez, Mahler, and Puccini. In 



October they performed Maija Einfelde's Lux aeterna under BSO Choral Director James 
Burton. Originally formed under the joint sponsorship of Boston University and the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, the all-volunteer Tanglewood Festival Chorus was established in 
1970 by its founding conductor, the late John Oliver, who stepped down from his leadership 
position with the TFC at the end of the 2015 Tanglewood season. In February 2017, fol¬ 
lowing appearances as guest chorus conductor at Symphony Hall and Tanglewood, James 
Burton was named the new Conductor of the Tanglewood Festival Chorus, also being 
appointed to the newly created position of BSO Choral Director. Though first established for 
performances at the BSO's summer home, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus was soon play¬ 
ing a major role in the BSO's subscription season as well as BSO concerts at Carnegie Hall; 
the ensemble now performs year-round with the Boston Symphony and Boston Pops. On 
July 4, 2018, the chorus joined Keith Lockhart for the "Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular" 
on the Charles River Esplanade. It has made dozens of recordings with the BSO and Boston 
Pops, with Seiji Ozawa, Bernard Haitink, James Levine, Leonard Bernstein, Sir Colin Davis, 
Keith Lockhart, and John Willliams. The ensemble had the honor of singing at Sen. Edward 
Kennedy's funeral; has performed with the Boston Pops for the Boston Red Sox and Boston 
Celtics; and can also be heard on several movie soundtracks. For more information about 
the Tanglewood Festival Chorus and upcoming auditions, please visit www.bso.org/tfc.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The Box Office is open from 10 a.m. until 6 p.m. Monday through Friday, or until a half-hour past 
starting time on performance evenings. On Saturdays, the box office is open from 4:30 p.m. until 
8:30 p.m. when there is a concert, but is otherwise closed. For an early Saturday or Sunday 
performance, the box office is generally open two hours before concert time. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts 
Avenue side of Symphony Hall, and in the Cohen Wing.

Men's rooms are located on the orchestra level, audience-right, outside the O'Block/Kay Room 
near the elevator; on the first-balcony level, also audience-right, near the elevator, outside the 
Cabot-Cahners Room; and in the Cohen Wing. 

Coatrooms are located on the orchestra and first-balcony levels, audience-left, outside the 
O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms, and in the Cohen Wing.

She previously appeared on 
Broadway as Cinderella in Rodgers + Hammerstein’s 
Cinderella (Drama Desk Award; Tony, Outer Critics 
Circle, Drama League, and Astaire nominations), 
Bonnie Parker in Bonnie and Clyde (Tony Award 
nomination), Hope Harcourt in the Tony-winning 
revival of Anything Coes (Drama Desk, Outer Critics 
Circle, and Astaire Award nominations), Nellie 
Forbush in Lincoln Center Theater’s production of 
South Pacific, and Sandy in the most recent revival 
of Crease. Other New York/regional credits include 
Crazy For You (Manhattan Concert Productions); The

TANGLEWOOD FESTIVAL CHORUS 

JAMES BURTON, CONDUCTOR AND BSO CHORAL DIRECTOR 
Alan J. and Suzanne l/l/. Dworsky chair 

JOHN OLIVER (1939-2018), FOUNDER 

This season at Symphony Hall, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus joins the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
for works by Bach, Dvorak, Estevez, Mahler, and Puccini. In October, the chorus performed Maija 
Einfelde's LuxAeterna under BSO Choral Director James Burton. Originally formed under the joint 
sponsorship of Boston University and the Boston Symphony Orchestra, the all-volunteer Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus was established in 1970 by its founding conductor, the late John Oliver. Mr. Oliver 
stepped down from his leadership position with the Tanglewood Festival Chorus at the end of the 
2015 Tanglewood season. In February 2017, following appearances as guest chorus conductor at 
Symphony Hall and Tanglewood, James Burton was named the new Conductor of the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus, also being appointed to the newly created position of BSO Choral Director. Though 
first established for performances at the BSO’s summer home, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus was 
soon playing a major role in the BSO’s subscription season as well as in BSO concerts at Carnegie 
Hall; the ensemble now performs year-round with the Boston Symphony and Boston Pops. On 
July 4,2018, the chorus joined Keith Lockhart for the “Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular” on the 
Charles River Esplanade. It has made dozens of recordings with the BSO and Boston Pops with Seiji 
Ozawa, Bernard Haitink, James Levine, Leonard Bernstein, Sir Colin Davis, Keith Lockhart, and John 
Williams. The TFC had the honor of singing at Sen. Edward Kennedy’s funeral; has performed with 
the Boston Pops for the Boston Red Sox and Boston Celtics; and can also be heard on several movie 
soundtracks.

JAMES BURTON 

James Burton was appointed Conductor of the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus, and to the newly created position of BSO 
Choral Director, in February 2017. Born in London, Mr. Burton 
holds a master’s degree in orchestral conducting from the 
Peabody Conservatory. He began his training at the Choir 
of Westminster Abbey and continued at St.John’s College, 
Cambridge. He has conducted the Royal Liverpool 
Philharmonic, the Orchestra of the Age of Enlightenment, 
the Halle, the Orchestra of Scottish Opera, Royal Northern 
Sinfonia, BBC Concert Orchestra, and Manchester Camerata. 

In October 2018, Mr. Burton made his BSO subscription-series 
debut conducting the TFC in Einfelde’s Lux Aeterna. He made 
his Boston Pops debut in December 2017, and he returns to 
the podium during this year’s holiday concerts. A regular guest of the Orquestra Sinfonica Nacional 
of Mexico, he returns there this season to lead Beethoven’s Symphony No. 9. Opera credits include 
performances at English National Opera, English Touring Opera, Garsington, and the Prague 
Summer Nights Festival, and he has served on the music staff of the Metropolitan Opera and 
Opera de Paris. As choral director of the Halle Orchestra (2002-2009), he was music director of 
the Halle Choir and founding conductor of the Halle Youth Choir, winning the 2009 Gramophone 
Choral Award. He was music director of the Schola Cantorum of Oxford from 2002-2017. In 2018, 
he founded the Boston Symphony Children’s Choir, which made its BSO debut at Tanglewood 
this past summer in Puccini’s La boheme. 




THE BOSTON POPS 


In 2019, the Boston Pops will enter its 134th season of entertaining audiences in Boston and beyond. 
Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart will mark his 25th year at the helm of the orchestra. 

In 1881, Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra, calling its 
establishment “the dream of my life.” From the start he intended to present, in the warmer months, 
concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a practical perspective, Higginson 
realized that these “lighter” performances would provide year-round employment for his musicians. 

In May 1885—a little more than a month before the inaugural “Promenade Concert”—German-born 
conductor Adolf Neuendorff, under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of “Popular Concerts” 
in the Boston Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no refreshments 
were served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conductor of the Pops, before that 
name was officially adopted—led the first official “Promenade Concert,” distinguished from “Popular 
Concerts” by virtue of seating (tables and chairs instead of auditorium-style rows), program format 
(three parts divided by two intermissions, during which patrons could promenade around the 
concert hall), and the availability of food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although 
formally called “Promenade Concerts,” they continued to be referred to informally as “Popular,” which 
eventually became shortened to“Pops,”the name officially adopted in 1900.The following year the 
orchestra performed for the first time in its new home, Symphony Hall. 

There were 17 Pops conductors—beginning with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff—who 
preceded the legendary Arthur Fiedler (1930-1979).The first American-born musician to lead the 
orchestra, he established the Boston Pops as a national icon. When John Williams (1980-1993) 
succeeded Fiedler in 1980, he was the most highly acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, 
with 51 Academy Award nominations, he is the most-nominated living person in Academy history. 
With the Pops, Mr. Williams made a series of best-selling recordings, broadened and updated the 
Pops repertoire, and entertained audiences with live orchestral accompaniment to film clips of 
memorable movie scenes, many of which featured iconic music from his own scores. Keith Lockhart 
(1995-present) has led concerts spotlighting artists from virtually every corner of the entertainment 
world, all the while maintaining the Pops’ appeal to its core audience. He has made 80 television 
shows, led 43 national and four overseas tours, led the Pops at several high-profile sports events, and 
recorded 14 albums. Mr. Lockhart’s tenure has been marked by a dramatic increase in touring, the 
orchestra’s first Grammy nominations, the first major network national broadcast of the July Fourth 
concert on the Charles River Esplanade, and the release of the Boston Pops’first self-produced and 
self-distributed recordings. In 2017, the July Fourth concert opened a new page in its history, as the 
Pops organization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular. 
















KEITH LOCKHART 

Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor 



Having celebrated his 20th anniversary as Boston 
Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith Lockhart is the second 
longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops 
Orchestra since its founding in 1885. He took over as 
conductor in 1995, following John Williams’s 13-year 
tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded 
the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who was at the helm 
of the orchestra for nearly 50 years. Mr. Lockhart has 
conducted more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts, 
most of which have taken place during the orchestra’s 
spring and holiday seasons in Boston’s historic 
Symphony Hall. He has also led annual Boston Pops 
appearances at Tanglewood, as well as 43 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and four 
international tours to Japan and Korea. Mr. Lockhart 
and the Pops have made 80 television shows and 
participated in many high-profile sporting events, 
including, most recently, game two of the 2018 World 
Series between the Boston Red Sox and Los Angeles 
Dodgers. With Eaton Vance as presenting sponsor and Bloomberg as exclusive media partner, the 
annual July 4 Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of hundreds of thousands 
to the Charles River Esplanade and millions more who view it on television or via digital media. 


Keith Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— The 
Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases on Boston 
Pops Recordings include A Boston Pops Christmas: Live from Symphony Hall, The Dream Lives On: A 
Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, and Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of John Williams. 


The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom Keith Lockhart has collaborated is a virtual 
"who’s who” of performers and pop culture icons. His increased focus on musical theater has 
attracted leading Broadway artists to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of 
talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college students 
from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high school students. He 
introduced the POPSearch talent competition and the innovative JazzFest and EdgeFest series, 
featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with the Pops. 


Having recently completed an eight-year tenure as principal conductor, Keith Lockhart is now chief 
guest conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London. He is also artistic director of the Brevard 
Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, Mr. 
Lockhart spent 11 years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic 
Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major 
symphonic ensemble in North America and many in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he 
was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as 
well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, Mr. Lockhart 
began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven.
